REMARKS 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1-16 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-9, 11 and 12, allegedly drawn to an ultrasonic transmitter, classified in 
class 367, subclass 138; and 

Group II, claims 13-16, allegedly drawn to a method for controlling the transmission of 
an ultrasonic signal, classified in class 600, subclass 447. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, with 
traverse, Group I, Claims 1-9, 11 and 12. 

Applicants submit that the Examiner has failed to establish a prima facia case of 
restrictability, and fails to provide any evidence for the allegation that the inventions are 
mutually exclusive. Applicants submit that there would be no serious burden to examine the 
claims from Group I and Group II together.
